An unidentified man about 3 years old, 
shot himself through the head at Il o'clock 
Wednesday morning in a stone quarry at 
Ewing and Scott avenues.

After going among 
the weeds that are growing in the quar- 
ry the man took a revolyer from his 
pocket and, after looking about, placed 
the revolver to the back of his head and 
fired. 

The boy called to some workmen. They 
ran to the quarry and seeing that the man 
was still alive, took the revolver from his 
hand and called the police. 

He did not recover consciousness when 
the wound was dressed at the hospital. 
The pupil of the left eye was found to be 
enlarged, while the right pupil was ner- 
mal, indicating lesion of the right side of 
the brain.

TAMPA, Fla., May @—Amos Randall, 
white, and Dan Kennedy and Henry Gol- 
den, negroes, were lynched. at Mulberry, 
Polk County, today for the murder of-Bar- 
ney Brown, a white man. Randall was 
charged with being the keeper of a ‘blind 
tiger,’ and Brown was a prominent advo- 
cate of prohibition in the campaign, which 
ended yesterday: Monday night, while 
Brown was en route home, he was shot 
from ambush and his throat cut. 

The people of Mulberry became enraged, 
and. yesterday secured evidence which led 
them to believe that Randall had employed 
negroes to kill Brown. The three men were 
taken into custody, and one of the ne- 
groes confessed that Randall had hired 
them to commit the crime. The trid were 
taken out about 3 o'clock this morning 
and lynched, their bodies being riddled 
with bullets.

Only a few persone were in the court- 
room during the examination of the venire 
from which the special jury was selected. 

Out of # examined, only 22 were declared 
competent. It appeared that most of the 
jurors had read the newspaper accounts 
closely, and were convinced from them 


that the defendant, as well as all others 
accused of boodling, were guilty. 

If the testimony presented a different 
light they would change their minds, but 
they could not get away from the consider- 
ation that the newspapers had printed the 
simple truth.

TO TALK 10 BOYS 


Judge Foster of Juvenile 
Court Plans to Have a 
Retiring Room. . 


The first regular session of the court 
for juvenile delinquents was held. Tuesday 
afternoon by Judge Robert M. Foster, fn 
room 315 in the new City Hall. 

At present the court room is not 
tirely adapted to the uses of the court. 
Tuesday a semi-circular table was occlir 
piled by Judge Foster as & bench, on the 
opposite side of which sat the probation- 
ary officers, the sheriff and the witnesses. 
The youthful prisoners sat beside the 


judge. 
Judge Foster says he will move the par- 


tition back and have a raised bench. Be- 
hind the partition he will have a retiring 
room, to which he can take boys and talk 


with them. He believes more good can b® 
accomplished with boys by moral suasion 
than by blows or other harsh treatment. 

He said Wednesday: “If I err in judg- 
ment of juvenile offenders I trust it will 
always be on the side of mercy. There are 
so many boys who go wrong because of 
unfortunate surroundings. They get into 
bad company -because there !s very little 
else for them to get into. Most of the boys 
who come before me are not bad boys at 
heart. They are full of mischief and easily 
ed astray by big boys who have prog- 
ressed further in general badness. 

“IT am persuaded that most of the boys 

¥¢ arrested can be thoroughly re- 
formed by a system of surveillance, and 
by being made responsible for their con- 
duct to this court. I will talk to them and 
show them the foll¥ of their ways. I will 
make them come to see me frequently and 
will try and keep in touch with theirylives. 
I find that most of the boys whe have 
come before me are fatherless or else have 
fathers who are careless and dissipated. 
Several of them have stepfathers, whose 
control they resent. The boys all evince a 
proper respect for the powers and scope 
of the court. and I believe look to it as 
they might look to a father for guidance 
and support, or punishment if they de- 
serve it. 

“O course, I do not overlook the fact 
that there are boys who are inherently 
bad, and who must be controlled by a 
strong hand. Thev must be taught that 
they cannot willfully ruin themselves with- 
out interference. 

“I think the retiring room which I shall 
establish will become one of the most

JUDGE’S INSTRUCTIONS 


CHIEF REASON ASSIGNED 


Reiss’ Testimony Held to Be Compe- 


tent, No Flaw in Indictment and 
but One Defect Was Found 
in the Evidence. 


The chief points in the decision of the 
supreme court reversing and remanding 
for a new trial the cases of Julius Leh- 
mann and Harry A. Faulkner, convicted 
of perjury in conrection with the Subur- 
ban boodle fund, are as follows: 

1. The Lehmann case is reversed solely 
on-the instructions given by the judge of 
the trial court. It is held that these in- 
structions included a declaration to the 
jury to find the defendant gullty “if he 
well-knew and had heard, apart from 
newspaper reports or mere rumor’ of 
the $75,000 fund on deposit at the Lincoln 
Trust Co., which was there for the pur- 
pose of distribution among the combine 
for the purpose of passing the Suburban 
bill. 

The indictment merely specified the words 
‘if he well knew,’’and the lower court erred, 
Judges Fox, Gant and Burgess held when 
the scope of the indictment was broadened 
by adding the words “‘or had heard.’ 

2. The Faulkner case was reversed on 
the court's instructions, together with that 
part, of the testimony which detailed a 
conversation occurring between Lehmann 


and Paul Relss. This conversation the 
court held to be mere hearsay, and, there- 
fore, incompetent and irrelevant. 

3. As to both cases, the higher court says 
it was not proper to charge the j to 
find a verdict of guilty on the question as 
to whether the defendants had mere “‘in- 
formation”’ relative to the b e fund.

A witness may plead that to answer a 
certain question or questions would tend to 
incriminate him, but he cannot seek refuge 
behind the plea of incrimination when he 
makes an absolute denial of those facts 
of which he may have knowl e. 

8. The indictments were vali@ and cover 
the charges against the defendants, and it 
is established that when 19 mem 
a combine the act of one member of the 
combine is the joint act of all. 

9. The entiro ruling of the court is based 
upon technical points of law, and the 
basic testimony on which the defendants 
were convicted is not d'gputed, but rather 
forms ground for the court's opinion 
that the ‘‘record shows appalling venality. 
and it is little wonder decent people of all 
classes are appalled at its extent.”’

Recruiting Station for 
\ Water Soldiers, 


MARINES ARE THE 
; INFANTRY OF NAVY 


On Land They Perform the Same Dnu- 
ties as Soldiers, but They Are 
on Sea About One-Third 
of the Time. 


St. Louis fs to'be a permanent recruiting 
station of the United States marine corps 
beginning this week. First Lieutenant J. 
W. Broatch, the recruiting officer, is in the 
city and will open his office on the third 
floor of the old Custom House at Third 
and Olive streets gs soon as the men de- 
tailed to assist him arrive. 

St. Louls men with warlike aspirations 
are familiar with the recruiting squads of 
the army and the navy, but the marines 
are strangers to them. 

The marine corps is the “infantry of the 
navy.”" The marines belong to the navy 
and are under the absolute direction of the 
navy department. but half their work is 
like that of the soldiers in the army. 

The marine corps containg about 89 
men. They are scattered around the world, 
a third being in the United States,:a third 
in the Philippines and a third at sea. 

On land the’ marines live and perform the 
same duties as soldiers in the army. They 
are stationed at naval stations, where they 
live in quarters and do guard duty. 

When in the United States they are al- 
ways near the large cities and never in 
frontier forts like the men in the army. 
This is considered a great advantage over 


the army. 
Another advantage is that a marine spends 


from one-third to one-half of his time at 
sea. A soldier never goes to sea unless 
it is to cross to the Philippines or Porto 
Rico. Marines go wherever battleships and 


cruisers go. 
Every battleship and cruiser carries from 


60 to 7% marines,, who perform the guard 
duties of the ship and see that the regula- 


tions are obseryed. i 

On beoard the ships the marin , 
quarters like the jackles, but they ““ 
better than the soldiers on land. There i 
more variety in their duties than in those 
of either land soldiers or meager 

Marines see more service in 
peace than either jackles or land soldiers. 
“ney do most of the peace fighting. The 
_reason for this is that whenever 4 hep 8 
ship sends a landing party to protect t 1 
consulate or the property of the Unite 
States in a foreign country where there is 
war or rebellion the marines are the first 
to go ashore: 

They Frequently See 
Lively Skirmishes. 

Frequently during the South American 
revolutions they have seen lively skirmish- 
es, and twid¢e in the past 20 years, the last 
time in September, 1902, they have landed 
in Panama to protect. the railroad across 
the isthmus. 

In addition to this, the marines may be 
assigned at any time to worlgin the army. 
They have seen service in tie Philippines 
in the hardest campaigns. They fought be- 
fore Pekin, and marines were the sole 
guard of Mr. Conger, the Amerfcan minis- 
ter, during the weeks when he was penned 
in the legation by thousands of rebellious 
Chinese. 

The first fight in Cuba was won by the 
marines et Guantanamo, and they were 
always busy making quiet landin along 
the coast and surprising the Spaniards. 

Marines are thoroughly drilled in both 
army and navy fighting and they are 
sworn to obey both army and navy regu- 
lations. They are as expert with the rifie 
as an infantryman on shore, and they also 
know how to handle the secondary batter- 
ies on warships. The secondary batteries, 
in fact, are usually manned by marines, 
and they did the most effective service dur- 
ing the Spanish-American war. 

Fre marine corps is the.oldest arm of 
the United States fighting force. It was 
created before either the army or the 
navy, being the product of the Continenta] 
Congress, which met in 1775. 

Recruiting officers for the marine corps 
are very strict In passing upon applicants, 
as only a few men are required, compared 
with the number In the army and navy. 

In order to pass examination for the ma- 
rine corps a man must be white. between 
21 and years old and not less than & feet 
4 inches tall, with weight In proportion, 
the same ag in the army. He must be per- 
fect physically. He must be a native of the 
United States or have declared his inten- 
tfon to become a citizen. 

The term of enlistment is four years. The 
pay is $13 a month, but the rations of a 
marine are better than those of a man

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THE SUPREME COUAT’S DECISIONS. 


The detisions of the State Supreme Court in the perjury cases 
of Faulkner and Lehmann can hardly be said to cause disap- 
pointment in the community, because, strangely enough, they 
were anticipated and publicly predicted. But they did cause re- 
gret that the court should have found it necessary to reverse 
and remand both of the cases. The court's actiop intensified an 
unfortunate popular impression that !t is impossible to bring the 
perpetrators of the crimes committed in congection with munici- 
pal bribery to justice. 

The Post-Dispatch does not intimate that there {s just ground 
for this public impression. Apparently the ground for it is the 
frequency of the Supreme Court's decisions in favor of public 
officials charged with crimes, and the general pubiie belief in 
ths power of the political machine to influence the acts of public 
officials, including even those of the judges. This impression 
finds expression in open attacks, or covert sneers and insinua- 
tions, which creep here and there into print and which cannot 
be ignored as evidence of a most deplorable condition of public 
sentiment with regard to the administration of justice. 

The Post-Dispatch deprecates the sqntiment. No citizen who 
loves law and order and cherishes their institulons can view 
it without sorrow. The courts should have the full confidence 
of the public. They should be sacred from mere suspicton and 
insinuation. They should be guarded fom either any shadow of 
cause for suspicion or any unjust aspersion. None but the clear- 
est evidence of injustice, of bias or of unworthy influence, 
should be permitted to reflect upon the integrity or capacity 
of the court. 

In these cases the Supreme Court has based its adverse de- 
cisions upon rulings of thp tri! court which it declares im- 
proper. Apparently they apply only to specific rulings and tech- 
nicalities and do not affect the principles of law involved in the 
cases. There is nothing in the decisions to prevent a successful 
prosecution of these or other defendonts, charged with similar 
crimes, upon the lines laid down by the court, avoiding the 
errors designated. The errors objected to are technical and not 
vital to the question of the possibility of successful prosecution. 
The circuit judges should find In these adverse decisions of 
the so-called boodle cases warning of the necessity of the great- 
est care and caution in the trial of such cases; but the dis- 
couragement eo far is that of delay only. 

As the courts must keep free from even the appearance of 
yielding to popular clamor, or political powér, go, the people 
should guard against hasty judgment, prompted bx passion or 
prejudice. The hatred of corruption, the general belief in the 
guilt of the men charged with bribery and perjury and the 
eager desire to see the city’s plunderers punished, should not 
lead the public to form unjust opinions of the conduct of judges 
and prosecuting officers, who must adhere to the law.

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TOWED 4 HOURS 
BY MAD WHALE 


Fishermen Required Two 
Days to Return to Start- 
ing Point. 


BOSTON, May 20.—Capt. Horace Hill- 
man, an Edgartown fisherman, has been 
towed by a maddened whale many miles 
to sea at a speed rivaling that of a fast 
express train. 

Capt. Hillman and Manuel Correiro, a 
Portuguese sailor, were in the catboat 
Thelma, examining nets off the southern 
shore of No Man's Land, south of Mar- 
tha’s Vineyard. Suddenly a finback whale 
leaped out of the water 10 yards in front 
of the Thelma, spouted and brought 
down his tail with a flerce swing. 

The boat rocked violently, and both 
men were thrown prostrate. Then the 
whale started out to sea, fouling the 
lines which attached the net to the boat, 
towing the Thelma seaward. 

Correiro was buried under a heap of 
nets. Capt. Hillman was stunned by his 
fall, but regained his feet and attempted 
to release the Portuguese, but was un- 
able to do so. 

Capt. Hillman estimates the whale 
towed the Thelma at a speed of 30 miles 
an hour. So fast did the boat tear 
through the sea that torrents of water 
poured over the broad flat stern, and he 
was forced to bail continuously to keep 
the small craft from being swamped. 


To add to the gravity of the situation 
a equall approached from the south, and 
Hillman was obliged to bail with one 
hand, while with the other he fumbled at 
the halyards and downhaul. Finally, by 
an almost superhuman effort he managed 
to lower the sail, but it was impossible 
for him tom furl it. A few minutes later 
the squall struck the Thelma, and she 
was thrown almost on her beam ends. 
After being towed for four hours the 
Thelma was freed. Capt. Hillman thinks 
that the whaie must have slackened its 
pace and dived. The captain was two 
days bringing the Thelma back to port.

CLARA BARTON 
BREAKS SILENCE 


Announces Plan to Widen 
Scope of Red Cross 
Work. 


NEW YORK, May 2.—For the first time 
since the strike began in the Red Cross, 
Miss Clara Barton, in a formal statement, 
has made reference to the controversy, 
and has announced a plan to widen the 
scope of the society's work. She says 
first: 

“During the entire period of the present 
differences among sections of the mem-

The new plan is the establishment of the 
first aid department. There will be two 
branches of this work. An emergency case 
containing materia] and surgical dressings 
has been devised, with emergency charts 
arresece for instant reference, giving sim- 
ple directions for dealing with every con- 
celvable case of accident pending the ar- 
rival of the doctor. 

An organization has been created for in- 
troducing these cases into corporations, 
mill and other Hight employers of labor, | 
schools and private houses. 

The other branch provides for the form- 

mation of first aid emergency classes in 
every city and ambulance corps among em- 
ployes of mills, factories. railroad and 
other corporations, and police and public 
employes. These will be instructed and 
drilled in first aid methods.

NEW YORK, May 20.—The cotton crash 
has not come yet. Instead, the mighty 
Brown, in a contest, the most furious and 
heartbreaking yet, drives prices higher. 

Frenzy has seized the market. In 15 min- 
utes, July has bounced up a clean 16 
points, held a momeng. fallen back, bound- 
ed up again, and, with two sales, lost 
7 points. Such wild fluctuations indicate 
the nervous condition of the market. 

It is now a world fight. 
Brown's campaign, as disclosed by his 
tactics, is to control the world’s cotton 


market. 

As he stands a few feet from the ring, 
directing the fight, messages from Liver- 
pool and New Orleans are handed to him 
every two minutes.

In his great game the 
three markets are played against one an- 
other.

Moreover, they 
apply the same rule, in a degree, to*trade 
operations,. urging merchants not to in- 
flate their business too largely, but to 
proceed on a_ conservative basis, even 
should this policy result in the diminu- 
tion of the volume of trade.

Life of Count Cassini, the 
Russian Ambassador, Has 
Been Threatened in Sever- 
al Anonymous Letters. 


NEW YORK, May 20.—According to 
prominent Jews of this city, there are 
fully 5000 paid spies of the Russian gov- 
ernment in the United States. 

It is said that everything having the least 
Interest to the Russian government that 
is said or done in the United States is 
transmitted as rapidly as possible by this 
army of spies, 

They are especially anxious, it is said, 
to get letters written by persecuted Rus- 
slans to relatives and friends in this coun- 
try, in order that they may send back to 
the central government utterances which 
may be used as justification for further 
persecution. 

Knowledge of this fact, It is understood, 
is what makes the Hebrews on this side 
so careful not to to give verbatim extracts 
from any foreign letters in relation to 
the massacres in Kishineff and elsewhere. 

“We must protect our-countrymen and 
ourselves,"’ said q prominent Jewish pub- 
lisher. 

“A Russian came to this city a year 
ago. He said he was a former officer in 
the Russian army. He was received into 
our families. He ate at our tables, danced 
with our girls. 

“We found news of a confidentlal nature 
was leaking out, so we had a secret warn- 
ing sent to him. He took the hint and dis- 
appeared at once. 

“The Itallans have their Mafia, and Rus- 
sia has its band of murderers, who work 
with as much secrecy and dispatch as the 
Mafia. 

‘In 60 days the Russian government does 
away with any one it wishes to. 

‘No one who attacks the Russian 
ernment ig safe.’’ 

Since last Friday no money has 
sent to Kishineff from this city. 

The relief fund is $63,000, of which $50,000 
has been contributed by East Side Jews. 


COUNT CASSINI’S 
LIFE THREATENED

neff massacre, Count Cassini, the Russian 
ambassador, has received anonymous let- 
ters threatening his life. 

He professes no concern over them, but 
it is paid that he is taking unusual pre- 
cautions.

GOV. RAABEN HAD 
PROMISED SAFETY 


LONDON, May B®.— The Times’ S8t. 
Petersburg correspondent, in a dispatch 
dealing with the dismissal of .Governor 
Raaben of Kishimeff, says the conduct of 
the governor in allowing, by his inaction, 
the Jewish riots to develop nto a massacre, 
is all the more incomprehensible, because 
he had assured the Jews, who warned him 
and appealed for protection, that every 
precaution had been taken to suppress 
disorder. 

Yet the work of murder, outrage and de- 
vastation was allowed to proceed without 
hindrance and the Jews were told that 
nothing could be done for them. 

The Kischineff massacre, continues the 
correspondent, has shown that the loca! 
authorities cannot always be trusted to 
protect the Jews, vet, in a recent circular, 
nterior Minister Plehve laid down that 
Jewish clubs of self-defense could not 6 
tolerated. Many Russian papers have done 
everything in thelr power to excite hatr 
against the Jews and even now are allowéd 
to sav that the Kischineff massacre serves 
the Jews right amd to urge still further 
repressive measuges against them. 

No corresponding freedom of speech is 
allowed to the defenders of the Jewa. 

The Pravo, the leading legal teview, has 
been for an article mildly repre- 
hensive of the entire attacks and the laxity 
of the administration. where Jews are con- 
cerned, whilet the authority of the article 
was censured personally by the minister 
of justica 

In justice to the Russian people. however, 
says the correspondent, it should be point- 
ed out that there is no sympathy on a 
part with these riots. The whole libe 
press has expressed horror thereat and 
many clergy. including Father John of 
Kronstadt and Bishop Jitomir, have de- 
nounced them from the pulpit.
